Technocracy

Editor: 

Some  time  ago  I  was  approached  by 
a  couple  of  young  people,  who  said 
that   they   had   finished  high   school 

three years    ago.    The    subject    of 

technological  progress  had  not  been 
taught  at  school  and  they  wanted  to 
know:  "In  Technocracy;  if  machines 
did  all  the  work,  what  would  people 
do  with  themselves?" 

Well,  machines  are  already  doing 
most  of  the  work  and  will  be  more  so 
in  the  near  future  in  industrial  produc- 
tion. However,  humans  will  still  be 
essential  in  service  functions,  but  in 
much  increased  leisure  time.  People 
will  then  have  an  opportunity  to 
engage  in  a  variety  of  artistic,  scien- 
tific and  sporting  pursuits  as  well  as  to 
travel  much  more  extensively.  A  ma- 
jor activity  of  the  educational  se- 
quence will  be  preparation  for  wise  use 
of  leisure. 

For  the  first  time  students  will  learn 
how  to  live  instead  of  how  to  make  a 
living.  Since  time  immemorial  man  has 
been  dreaming  of  that  far-off  future 
when  he  would  have  all  the  time  he 
wanted  to  do  the  things  he  wanted  to 
do,  and  now  that  the  opportunity  is 
within  his  grasp  he  seems  afraid  of  it. 
The  difficulty  is  that  his  fears  are  bas- 
ed on  this  dog-eat-dog  Price  System 
experience.  All  too  often  he  has  either 
had  lots  of  time  on  his  hands,  but  not 
enough  consuming  power  (money),  or 
else  he  has  been  so  busy  acquiring  con- 
suming power  that  he  has  had  no  time 
to  enjoy  it. 

In  a  Technate  he  would  have  both  in 
ample  quantity.  Thus  unstinted,  he 
could  spend  much  time  in  travel,  in 
developing  hobbies  or  any  other  pur- 
suits. It  is  hardly  for  Technocracy 
Inc.,  to  tell  people  how  they  should 
use  their  free  time,  but  it  has  been  fre- 
quently noted  that  when  that  question 
is  asked,  the  questioner  is  not  nearly  as 
concerned  about  his  own  ability  to 
use  free  time  as  he  is  about  other  peo- 
ple.

Society  must ,  learn  to  govern 
themselves  intelligently  in  order  to  sur- 
vive. The  irony  of  this  age  is  we  have 
the  energy,  technological  equipment, 
the  resources  and  the  trained  person- 
nel that  are  operating  that  equipment, 
that  can  eliminate  starvation,  poverty 
and  inequity  for  all  North  Americans.

Education  alone  isn't  enough,  we 
must  learn  to  think  intelligently,  so 
that  we  may  apply  science  to  our  social 
order,  thereby  displacing  the  archaic 
Price  System. 

Technocracy  Inc.,  is  non-political; 
it  is  an  educational  and  a  research 
organization,  it  presents  a  scientific 
method  of  distribution.  Political 
economic  methods  are  to  place  money 
into  the  hands  of  the  consumer  to  ex- 
change for  the  necessities  of  life,  while 
the  scientific  method  is  to  distribute 
goods  without  money. 

The  Price  System  with  its  use  of 
money  is  an  interference  controlling 
people,  while  Technocracy  is  science 
applied  to  control  the  technological 
equipment,  so  that  enough  may  be 
produced,  not  only  for  the  few,  but 
for  all  North  Americans  without 
waste.

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SOCIAL  CHANGE 

To  the  Editor; 

When  Technocrats  use 
the  term  'social  change' 
it  differs  from  the  popu- 
lar understanding  by 
society  in  general. 

Yes:  social  change  is 
far  more  basic  than  the 
periodic  switch  from  one 
political  party  to 
another,  even  if  these  be 
from  the  far  left  or  the 
far  right.  For,  unless  we 
change  from  the  antiqu- 
ated social  system  that 
isn't  measurable,  name- 
ly the  Price  System 
wherein  money  issued 
as  a  medium  of  ex- 
change. To  a  new  scien- 
tific method  of  social  op- 
eration, using  an  Energy 
Certificate,  as  energy  is 
the  basic  measurement 
used  in  the  areas  of  all 
industrial  production  of 
goods  and  resources. 

The  effects  of  social 
change  is  related  to  the 
increasing  rate  of  the 
convertion  of  ex- 
traneous energy.  In 
North  America  we  have 
a  high  rate  of  energy  con- 
version,  which  should 
result  in  a  high  standard 
of  living  for  all  it's 
citizens.  Not  so!  Because 
we  do  not  use  an  effi- 
cient method  of  distribu- 
tion, this  is  quite  obvious 
considering  that  we  have 
in  our  midst  one  fifth  or 
more  of  North  American 
citizens  living  below  the 
poverty  level  of  income. 
Why?  Because,  within 
Price  System  methods 
we  must  distribute 
money  instead  of  goods 
and  services. 

When  speaking  of  high 
rates  of  energy  convers- 
ion, we  are  referring  to 
exraneous  energy;  ener- 
gy derived  from  oil,  coal, 
gas  and  water  falls.  Over 
ninety-eight  percent  of 
extraneous  energy  is 
used  in  production, 
while  less  than  two  per- 
cent used  is  human  ener- 
gy. That  is  the  reason  for 
the  vast  numbers  of  the 
work  force  being  unem- 
ployed today. 

Production  has  in- 
creased at  the  corres- 
ponding rate  of  the  in- 
crease in  the  conversion 
of  extraneous  energy. 


This  indicates  that  hu- 
man energy  —  man  pow- 
er has  become  ineffi- 
cient in  the  area  of  pro- 
ductin,  therefore  the  hu- 
man being  is  becoming 
obsolete  as  an  energy 
converter. 

In  order  to  arrive  at 
productin  efficiency; 
factories  had  to  switch  to 
energy  accounting  as 
this  could  not  be  accom- 
plished in  terms  of  dol- 
lars and  cents.  Dollars 
and  cents  just  don't 
make  common  sense,  be- 
cause money  is  not  a 
measurement  of  any- 
thing. 

The  horse  and  buggy 
was  discarded  when  the 
model-T  Ford  was  intro- 
duced, the  model-T  Ford 
was  also  discarded  when 
the  V-8  came  into  use.  As 
all  of  these  became  in- 
efficient when  more 
modern  facilities  for 
transportation  came 
into  use. 

The  same  applies  to 
the  Price  System,  the 
production  of  plenty  has 
rendered  the  Price  Sys- 
tem, inefficient,  there- 
fore the  Price  System 
must  be  replaced  with  a 
more  efficient  method  of 
distribution. 

Technocracy  Inc.,  a  re- 
search and  educatinal 
organization;  through  its 
members  the  Technoc- 
rats presents  the  use  of 
an  Energy  Certificate. 
As  the  physical  value  of 
any  item  may  be  arrived 
at  by  the  units  of  energy 
converted  in  the  produc- 
tion of  the  item.  This  will 
eliminate  all  philo- 
sophical guess-work  of 
arbitrary  pricing. 

When  more  efficient 
methods  in  production 
are  found  that  will  re- 
duce the  physical  cost  of 
energy  units,  so  much 
the  better  for  the  whole 
of  society.  As  the  con- 
servation of  energy  will 
be  an  important  issue  in 
the  Technate  of  North 
America.  Today  this  may 
be  wishful  thinking;

HUNGER  AMIDST 
PLENTY 

The  Editor: 

Back  in  the  depression 
days  referred  to  as  the 
'dirty  thirties'  started 
with  the  stock  market 
crash  in  October,  1929. 
Many  will  recall  this  era, 
as  many  were  looking  for 
jobs,  any  kind  of  work,  it 
was  like  pulling  hen's 
teeth. 

Unemployment  insur- 
ance and  welfare  was 
unheard  of,  so  the  gov- 
ernment set  up  soup 
kitchens  to  feed  the 
starving  job  seekers 
(transients).  I  felt  very 
fortunate  at  that  time  as 
I  accepted  a  job  to  be 
trained  as  a  waiter  in  a 
local  cafe,  the  manager 
was  a  good  friend  of  my 
folks.  He  paid  me  $25.00 
per  month  and  my  meals 
and  waiting  was  the 
work  I  stayed  with 
through  most  of  the  thir- 
ties. 

I  read  of  food  being 
dumped  and  destroyed 
because  the  poor  didn't 
have  the  money  to  pay 
for  it  In  the  U.S.  wheat 
fields  were  ploughed 
under  and  fields  of  cot- 
ton were  burned.  In 
Canada  the  drought  did 


it  for  us,  nature  was  kind 
to  the  Canadian  govern- 
ment as  they  didn't  have 
to  ask  the  farmers  to 
plough  their  fields 
under,  granaries  were 
filled  and  wheat  was  .190 
a  bushel.  Milk  was  being 
dumped  while  children 
went  under  nourished. 

Amidst  all  this  waste, 
all  this  hunger  in  a  land 
of  plenty,  brought  to  my 
mind  that  there  was 
something  wrong.  Hav- 
ing no  money  was  the 
problem,  money  as  a 
medium  of  exchange 
could  not  distribute  IrT 
an  equatable  method  the 
goods  and  services  that 
were  being  produced 
abundantly.  This  caused 
me  to  do  some  serious 
thinking,  why  should  the 
lack  of  money  be  an  in- 
terference causing  so 
many  to  go  hungry  and 
cold,  when  food  and  clo- 
thing were  plentiful? 

In  1937  I  happened  to 
meet  a  Technocrat,  he 
explained  the  change 
from  the  use  of  money  — 
the  Price  System  to  a 
medium  of  distribution, 
with  the  use  of  a  non- 
transferable Energy 
Certificate.  For  me  this 
was  an  answer,  but  I 
didn't  fully  understand 
it,  so  I  got  some  reading 
on  it  and  made  a  study  of 
it  This  I  had  to  do  for  my- 
self as  no  one  else  can  do 


it  for  me  and  this  still  ap-  j 
plies  to  everyone  today.  I 
In  the  study  of  Tech- 
nocracy one  learns  to  do 
their  own  thinking,  quite 
a  change  from  politics 
wherein  the  politician 
promises  to  do  every- 
thing for  you,  if  you  just 
vote  to  elect  him  or  her 
into  office.  Just  take  a 
look  and  see  how  you  are 
being  done.

The  Editor: 

Back  in  the  depression 
days  referred  to  as  the 
'dirty  thirties'  started 
with  the  stock  market 
crash  in  October,  1929. 
Many  will  recall  this  era, 
as  many  were  looking  for 
jobs,  any  kind  of  work,  it 
was  like  pulling  hen's 
teeth.

itTor  us,  nature  was  kind 
to  the  Canadian  govern- 
ment as  they  didn't  have 
to  ask  the  farmers  to 
plough  their  fields 
under,  granaries  were 
filled  and  wheat  was  .190 
a  bushel.  Milk  was  being 
dumped  while  children 
went  under  nourished. 

Amidst  all  this  waste, 
all  this  hunger  in  a  land 
of  plenty,  brought  to  my 
mind  that  there  was 
something  wrong.  Hav- 
ing no  money  was  the 
problem,  money  as  a 
medium^of exchange 
could  not  distribute  in 
an  equatable  method  the 
goods  and  services  that 
were  being  produced 
abundantly.
